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“CHARGE OF LIGHT BRIGADE” 
STORY BY LAST SURVIVOR 


‘roronto, Oct. 25, was the =the 
universary of the Battle of Balak 
java and the immortal charge vi 
the Light Brigade. It is provabie 
that ail the survivors of that bana 
oft horsemen, the flower of British 
Cavairy of the day. have passeu 
trom the earthly scene; conse 
quently poignant interest attaches 
to the letter below. written by one 
uf the gallant mounted men who 
rode “into the Jaws of death.” alte 
the gallant Lord Cardigan, whu 
commanded the Light Brigade. in 
lorwarding this letter to The Globe 
Mr F W Raytield of the Collegiate 
institute staff. St Catharines, says: 
“Six years ago | learned that there 
Was then one survivor of that epic 
battle. | wrote to him in lowa, anu 
received the letter which | enclose. 
the writer was about seventeen 
years of age when he rode into bav 
ule at Balaklava: he was eighty 
seven when he wrote this graphic 
account. ‘This. | feel sure, is the 
last letter on the subject written 
by one of those who took part, Mr 
Outting died in lowa a few weeks 
alter writing to me.” 

‘Uhe letter written by Ellis Cut 
ling 18 in pencil, but in a fairly 
good hand, The old man pleads 
jack of scholarship and expresses 
tne hope that Mr Rayfield s pupils 
will not laugh at his spelling. With 
but minor corrections. the interest- 
epistie follows: 

“1 will try and give you what | 
remember of Balaklava, as it is 
quite a while ago. After the battle 
o: Alma, which was the first en 
agement atter landing in the Cri- 
meu, the advance guard reported 
tue Russians in torce on the hills 
arvund Balaklava. Lord Raglan, 
(ne Commander in Chief, consultea 
wilh the other Generals, and or- 
aerea the Light Brigade to the 
tront, to charge and take the guns 
ac all hazards. The order was 
brought by Captain Nolan to Lord 
Lucan, in command of the cavalry. 
and he in turn sent it on by Capt, 
Nolan to Lord Cardigan, who was 
to command of the Light Brigade. 
‘The order was charge and take 
the Russian batteries; there woula 
be support by the heavy cavalry. 
which was commanded by General 
scarlett. 

“When Lord Cardigan read the 
order he said: “It is h—, boys, but 
we will go, And we went. When he 
had ridden a little distance the 
bugle sounded the charge. In less 
than a minute the Russians opened 
fire from both sides and if front, 
and soon but a few of the Light 
Brigade were left. Wneu weneral 
Scarlett saw what had happned he 
rushed around the hills and there 
met the Russian cavalry, It was a 
good sight to see the pick of the 
British Horse & the Russians meet 
{ can still see General Scarlett in 
his saddle and shouting to his men 
to give them hades. and they did 
Then the infantry was brought up 
and the Russians retired. Thai en 
ded the battle of Balaklava. 

“After the battle there was an 
investigation. Lord Raglan said he 
did not give that orer. but Lord 
Cardigan had the order in @f$ glove 
and asked him if it was not his 
writing. As Captain Nolan was 
killed in the charge, no one ever 
thought that Captain Raglan lied 
about the order. The impression 
was this. That after seeing his mis- 
take he sent Captain Nolan to re 
eall his order, Nolan was his aid 
and after delivering his order his 
duty would be to return to his 
chief. Some say he did this and 


must have ridden after us and goi 
killed. 

“Lord Raglan had been a gallant 
soldie: sn gis day. He los’ bis ari 
tn the battle of Waterloe? fre haa 
been all through the Peninsular 
War with Wellington, but was too 
old to have charge of an army such 
as that at Balaklava. 

“I wave done my best to answet 
your reques:. 1 hope you will ex 
tuse this, as | am a poor scholar, 
and cannot write with a pen. ) 
hope your pupils will not laugh at 
my writing and spelling, for 1 am 
an old man and not much of a 
scholar.

C. Moynan, B S A, giving prelimin 
ary results of these investigations 
As the illustration farms are not 
In any sense experimental but are 
intended primarily to ‘illustrate’ 
what a farmer may hope to do on 
his own land, the result of the in- 
vestigation costs should be of con 
siderable value even though the 
period covered is comparatively 
brief namely five years. 

The figures vary very widely, 
but the outstanding feature of ev- 
ery return is the part played by 
the average yield per acre and the 
increased cost of the crop where 
wheat on fallow is again followed 
by wheat. In Alberta average cost 
over five years on crop on fallow 
varied with different stations all 
the way from 60c to $1.14 per bu- 
shel and on second crop wheat 
from 62c to $1.65; for Saskatche 
wan on fallow all the way from 
39c to $1.20 and second crop 45c 
to $1.93; in Manitoba first crop on 
failow 51c to $1.05. Few of the sta- 
tions in Manitoba seed a second 
crop of wheat after wheat on fal- 
low as in many cases sweet clover 
is seeded down with wheat. The 
things considered in cost of pro- 
duction were the same for each 
province, namely interest on land 
value, taxes, use of machinery, 
labor, horse labor, threshing, bin- 
der twine and combining. 

These figures, in spite of their 
wide divergence, have their value. 
and farmers would be well advised 
to secure copies of this Bulletin

The departments of agricultural 
economics of the various western 
universities are planning more ex 
tended work along the lines of ob 
taining costs of production and 
marketing and this is all to the 
good but such material cannot be 
available for a year at least and 
very possibly not then.

in the hands of farmers all over 
the prairie provinces.
